St. Louis, August 31.—The com- 


mittee on resolutions at the labor con- 
ference made its report today. 
The re- 


port began with a bitter arraignment 
of the courts, charging them 
with 


usurping the whole power of the gov- 
ernment, defying the bill of rights and 
denying the right,to trial by jury. The 
resolutions asserted that all appeals to 
congress and the courts are fruitless 
because they are under the control of 
the capitalistic class, which class is not 
only armed, but has the entire military 
force of the country at its command. 
In view of these conditions they recom- 
mend that Friday, September 3d, lie set 
apart to help the miners by contribut- 
ing that day's wages. If the strike is 
not settled by September 20th they 
recommend a general convention to be 
held at Chicago September 27th, to 
consider further measures. 
They con- 


clude with declarations favoring the 
ballot as a means of helping the labor- 
ing class. 
Public ownership of rail- 


roads and telegraph and the bearing of 
arms by all citizens was indorsed. 


A long debate followed the reading 


of the resolutions. 
Mr. Osborn offered 


an amendment to the effect that the 
country should be compelled to support 
the striking miners. 
That miners 


should apply to the authoirties of their 
respective counties for support. 
An 


amendment to the last motion was 
made to call the convention at Chi- 
oago. 
A substitute was offered for the

eral south of Mason and Dixon's line. 
There were on exhibition two vests 
worn by Gen. Putnam and his commis- 
sion as major general of the continental 
army, issued by the Continental Con- 
gress, signed by John Hancock as presi- 
dent and Charley Thomson as secretary. 
There were great numbers of relics of 
Gen. Andrew Jackson and his wife and 
various members of his family on ex- 
hibition—hia silver, his hats, canes, 
chairs, furniture, etc. 
There were also 


a number of relics of President Polk 
and wife. Among other things on ex- 
hibition wore two locks of President 
Jefferson's hair—one taken just before 
death and one after. 
This hair was of 


a reddish color and not intermixed 
with gray. The watch of Marshal Ney, 
given him by Napoleon First, was on 
exhibition and its history given. This 
watch plays a French march every 
hour. It strikes the hours and quarters 
and has a gong to wake one up at any 
hour.
